Drunk Driving Fines Suggested by Five Up-| 


landers Interviewed by The News Today 





Five Uplanders today were 
asked by The Upland News to 
place themselves in the position 
of a local judge. Before them 
came a man charged with driv- 
ing an automobile while intoxi- 
cated. The accused had not fig- 
ured in any auto accident while 
in that condition. The five peo- 
ple gave their views. 

This feature is one of a reg- 
ular series in The News. The 
answers to the question, “If I 
were Judge” in this intoxica- 
tion case follow: 

J. K. Lichti: “I would put 
them in jail. A man like that 
is a menance on the highway 
and a sentence should be & 
warning to others.” 

Hugh McLellan: “‘That’s a 
hard question. I feel that a per- 
son like that should be fined 
pretty hard. There are also 
other factors, I presume. For 
example, how about his record, 
the size of his family and what 
would happen to his children 
while he was in jail or to his 
job, if he had any? If a drunk 
driver is in an accident I be- 
lieve his license shoull be re- 
voked and he should be re- 
moved from the highway.” 

Mrs. J. E. Pollock: “I would 
take his license away from him 
for six months. I believe that 





should be done in all cases of 
drunk driving. Men like that 
might cause accidents and in- 
jure or kill people and that is 
one thing that should be done 
in all such cases. 

“Then if the circumstances 
justified it, I would also fine a 
person like that. After all, six 
months go pretty fast.” 

Henry Dybsand: “I would 
take his operator’s license away 
from him. That’s what counts, 
but if the fellow had a bad rec- 
ord I would also lay on a pret- 
ty good fine.” 


W. S. Avery: “I would see to 
it that he got what he de- 
served. I don’t believe fines 


make much effect. Nowadays 
a fellow like that doesn’t pay 
any attention to $5, $15 or $25. 
He hates like everything though 
to loose his oOperator’s license 
and I would see to it that every 
drunk driver, especially on the 
second offense, lost this lic- 
ense for six months.” 

Asked about the difference 
between the first and second 
offense, Mr. Avery continued: 
“Well, of course there is a dif- 
ference and the second time he 
should really get something 
that would always make him 
remember what he was in for 
if he got drunk.”
